3 - flHQRT TITLE AMD COMMENCEMENT» 

(1) These rules may be called the Bio-Medical Wastes (Management 
and Handling) Rules# 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in 
official Gazette, 

2. APPLICATION 

These rules shall apply to every hospital, nursing home, 
veterinary institutions, animal houses or slaughter houses by 
whatever name called, generating biomedical wastes. The clinic, 
dispensary, laboratories providing treatment to the patients not 
less than 1000 per month shall obtain permission in Forra-II 
appended to the rules. 

3. DEFINITIONS; In these rules unless the context otherwise 
requires; - . 

(1) "Act" means the Environment (Protection) Act,1986 (29 of 1986) 

(2) Appropriate authority™ means an authority notified under rule 
5 for the purpose of granting authorization. 
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(3) "Authorisation" means permission for generation, collection 
reception, storage, transport,treatment and disposal of biomedical 
wastes granted by the appropriate authority in Form III. 

(4) "Authorised person" means a generator or operator authorized 
by the appropriate authority to generate, 
collect,store,transport,treat or dispose of hazardous wastes in 
accordance with the guidelines to be issuejlBd by/ft the competent 
authority from time to time? ^ 

(5) "Bio-medical waste" means any solid,liquid waste including 
its container and any intermediate product, which ifa generated 
during the diagnosis, treatment or immunisation of human beinge or 
animals or in research pertaining thereto or in the production or 
testing or biologicals and slaughtering of animals including the 
wastes listed schedule -I 

('5) "Biologicals" means preparations made from organisms or 
products of ^metabolism and biochemical reactions intended for use 
in diagnosis, immunisation or the treatment of hum£an beings or 
animals In research activities pertaining thereto; 

(7) "Bio-medloal waste facility" means any location wherein 
treatment,disposal of bio-medical waste or processes ihcidental to 
ouch treatment or disposal are carried out; 

(8) "Disposal" means burial, discharge, deposit, dumping,land 
filling or placing on land of any bio-medical waste; 

(9) "Fora" means Form annexed to these rules; 

(10) "Qenerator" 0means any person nominated on behalf of a 
hospital, nursing home,clinia,dispensary,laboratory,animal house, 
slaughter house, veterinary institution including those established 
by or under the control of Government, which generates or cause to 
be generated, handles or causes to be handled any biomedical wastes 
or where no ouch person Is nominated the person in charge thereof; 

(11) "Incineration" means a process whereby combustible materials 
are aonvwrted into non-combustible residue ash, achieving a 
reduction in volume or weight and also to reduce their hazardous 
nature. 

(12) "Indoor facility" means facility of bed(s) for admission of 
patients to provide for treatment. 

(13) "M-Torowaving" means treatment of bio-medical wastes with 
microwaves in presence of water for Inactivation of microbes 
present In such wastes. 

(14) "Operator of a bio-medical waste facility" means an authorized 
pernon or an institution owning or providing the bio-medical wastes 
facility. 
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(15) "Permission" means written consent to a clinic, 
dispensary,pathological laboratory having no indoor facility for 
gainer at ion collection, reception, storage, transport, treatment 
and disposal of biomedical wastes with stipulations as indicated in 
Form II. 

(16) “Schedule™ means schedule annexed to these rules; 

(17) "Segregation" means separation of different types of wastes by 
sorting. 

( 18 ) "Specifled area" means any area designated exclusively for 
Btorage of biomedical wastes. 

(19) "Treatment" means a method, technique or process.designed to 
change the physical,chemical or biological characteristics or 
com^position of any bio-medical waste so as to render such waste 
non-haz?,rdous to health and environment; 

The words and expressions used in these rules and not defined 
bjut defined in the Act shall have the same ('^meanings, 
respectively, assigned to them in the Act.

No hospital, nursing home, veterinary institution, animal 
house or slaughter house and clinic, dispensary, laboratory 
providing treatment to patients not less than looo per month shall 
handle or dispose any bio-medical wastes except in accordance with 
these rules.

Every Stato Government/Union Territory shall, by notification 
in the official Gazette, notify such number of appropriate

(1) No person shall generate or cause to be generated/ handle or 
cause to be handled any bio-medical waste or operate or 'cause 
to be operated any bio-medical waste facility unless he has an 
authorisation: 

(2) Any person who intends to generate or cause-to be generated, 
handle or cause to be handled.any bio-medical wastes or intend^ to 
operate or Cause to be operated' any bio-medical waste facility, 
shall make an application in Form-I to the appropriate authority 
for grant of authorisation :

(l) An authorised person handling any bio-medical waste shall 
segregate all categories of such wastes prior to its storage, 
transportation, treatment and disposal.

Find disposal methods as given in Schedule-I. 

(3) An authorised person handling bio-medical wastes shall ensure 
that: 


(a) the packaging of all such wastes is done in sturdy leak 
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resistance containers conforming to the specifications 
prescribed in Schedule-Il, 

(b) ail containers used for storage of such waste as 
specified in Schedule-Il shall be provided with a lid or 
covered properly. 

(c) the container lrt Which such wastes are packed shall 
display prominently a label in red colour with details of bio¬ 
medical wastes as specified in Schedule-Ill. 

(d) Such containers shall be inaccessible to scavengers and 
protected against insects, birds and animals. These 
containers shall be protected from rain.

(4) No such wattes shall be transported oh-site or off-site in any 
vehicles other than those designated by the authorised person for 
this purpose.

Provided that if for any reasop it is necessary to store any 
such wastes beyond the period of two days, the authorised .person 
'shall take necessary permission of the appropriate authority and

(6) The appropriate authority shall evolve a protocol on safe 
transportation of such wastes takigg into account the various local 
factors and make available a copy of the same to every authorised 
person. 


12 . TREATM ENT AND DISPOSALt 

(1) All bio-m,edical wastes shall be treated and disposed of 
strictly in accordance with the treatment options specified in 
Schedule -I. 

(2) All such wastes which are required to be destroyed by 
incineration or any other treatment and disposal option specified 
in Schedule-I and duly approved by the appropriate authority shall 
be treated and disposed of only in a facility authorised under 
these rules. 

(3) All such wastes which are not incinerable shall be pretreated, 
disinfected and shall be disposed of in an environmentally sound 
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Manner by the authorised person in such sites identified by the 
appropriate authority for this purpose. 

(4) All such wastes arising from handling of living or non-living 
natural pathogens and genetically engineered organism or products 
therefrom shall be treated and disposed of by such methods as the 
Central Government may, notify in the Official Gazette. 

(5) No person shall, dump, discharge or dispose or cause to be 
dumped, buried, discharged or disposed any such waste in any place 
other than a site identified for the said purpose by the 
appropriate authority. 

(6) Every authorised person shall take all precautions and safety 
measures including the provision of protective clothing, masks, 
gloves, gum boots and such other protective gear as may be 
necessary for affording protection, to all the persons engaged in 
handling bio-medical wastes or exposed to such wastes, against 
infections due to handling or exposure to bio-medical waste. 
Washing and bathing facilities shall be provided in such premises. 

( 7 ) All treatment and disposal facilities shall be located at the 
specified area away from general service area of the hospitals, 
nursing homos, veterinary institutions and other organisations. 
For the common facility, suitable sites shall be identified by the 
appropriate authority and shall be located in areas away from 
public places and residential areas. 

Provided that when the treatment option specified in Schedule- 
I is burial, shall be located in sites away from agricultural 
land, residential areas and ground or safe water sources and 
shall be in pits where> there is no possibility of leakages. 
The burial shall comply stipulations of Appropriate Authority. 

(8) All plastics shall be disinfected and shredded and shall be 
disposed of in an environmentally sound manner or shall be recycled 
by reprocessing the shredded wastes. 

(9) The treatment r an d disposal of all such wastes shall be in 
accordance with the. standards prescribed in Schedule-XV. 

( 10 ) Every hospital, nursing home, clinic, laboratory, by whatever 
name called, generating bio-medical wastes shall not dispose of 

fV 0 on °P en land, municipal dustbin and let the untreated 
liquid into th.e sewers. 

(11) No person shall recycle or reuse or cause to be recycled or 
reused any such waste except plastics as provided in sub-rule (8) 
and glassware. 


Provided that such glassware are disinfected and reused for 
lU-house purpose only. 
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(1) Every authorised person shall maintain records containing such 
particulars specified in Form-V. 

(2) All records shall be subject to inspection and verification by 
the appropriate authority at any time as deemed necessary. 

14. ACCIDENT REPORTING ARP FQLLOW-.DF 1 

Where any accident occurs at any location or site where bio¬ 
medical wastes are handled or in a bio-medical waste facility or 
during transportation of such wastes, the authorised person shall 
report the accident in Form-vi to the appropriate authority 
forthwith. 

I KgQET AMP EXPORT OF BIO-MEDICAL WASTES; 

The appropriate authority shall not grant an authorisation 
under these rules if it is of the opinion that such authorisation 
is likely to be used to export out of, or import into, India any 
bio-medical wastes.

Every application for authorisation under the rules shall 
accompany fee of Rs.1000/- and every application for permission 
shall accompany fee of Rs.500/-. 

17. APPEAL.* 


1. An appeal shall lie against any order of suspension, 
cancellation of an authorisation or against the refusal to grant an 
authorisation by the appropriate authority, to the State 
Government. 

2. Every appeal shall be in writing and shall be accompanied 
by a copy of the order appealed against and shall be presented 
within thirty days from the date on which cancellation, suspension 
or refusal of an authorisation is communicated to the person 
aggrieved. The Appropriate Authority shall dispose of such appeal 
within a period of six months from the date of its receipt.
